The Margaret Chase Smith Apartments represent the Town of Farmington’s 
latest effort to provide quality housing for the elderly and low income families of 
the community. Spearheaded by Sandy River Apartments, Inc., a non-profit lo- 
cal organization, whose Board of Directors include: Ray Lamkin, President; 
Maynard Phillips, 1st Vice President; John Levesque, 2nd Vice President; Ber- 
nice Crosby, Secretary; B. Sturges Butler, Treasurer; Mary Ella Rounds, Gerald 
Parr, Dr. Errol Dearborn, Clifford Noyes, William Fowler, and Paul Judkins, the 
Margaret Chase Smith Apartments were constructed by Al Lessard Realty and 
are leased under the auspices of the Maine State Housing Authority. 


Located on North Main Street, the 10 unit complex is composed of seven 
one-bedroom units and three two-bedroom units. The authorization for con- 
structing the units was given in 1972 by the Federal Department of Housing 
and Urban Development (HUD), as part of a $500,000 rent subsidy grant 
for 25 units, the other 15 of which are located on High Street. Since authoriza- 
tion was given in 1972, the program as administered by HUD, has changed 
dramatically, yet the goals of the program remain unchanged; namely to satisfy 
low-rent housing needs within the community for family use and the elderly. 
This goal is met by guaranteeing private contractors or apartment owners long 
term leases. In Maine, the Maine State Housing Authority leases dwellings from 
private owners and makes them available to low income families at rents they 
can afford. At least 40 percent are elderly persons on low fixed income. The 
Housing Authority pays the property owner the difference between the ap- 
proved market rent and the amount the tenant can pay. Rents are set at 25 
percent of the occupant’s adjusted gross income. Eligibility for occupancy is 
determined by public housing income ceilings for the county. For instance, an 
elderly person receiving an $80. social security check as their only source of 
income would pay $20. with heat and lights included monthly. The difference 
between the tenants’ share and the full rent due the owner is paid by the 
federal government, (HUD). No state or local contribution is required for opera- 
tion and no town can participate in the program without an affirmative vote 
from its citizens on a resolution authorizing the town to participate. Farmington 
was one of the first in the State to so vote. 


Because the housing units remain in private hands, they are fully taxable 
by the Town. Without making any financial commitment of its own, the local 
community gains both tax-producing property and an expanded housing supply 
for its elderly and low income citizens. Additional advantages to the community 
include local employment during the construction process, and long term 


occupancy of the units for up to 20 years.

Letter of Transmittal 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The following pages represent the financial transactions of the 
town during 1974. Reports of several officers, department heads, 
agencies to which the town provides support, and complete audit 
report and warrant for the March 10, 1975 annual town meeting 
presents to the citizens a general summation of the operation of your 
local government for the year just ended. 


Inflation affects your local government just as well.as the individual 
taxpayer. This is reflected in budget increases each year, plus the 
demands for new programs or expansion of existing programs. 


The fact that the town is receiving Federal and State Revenue 
Sharing, with benefits of the new school funding law commonly known 
as L.D. 1994 and a substantial increase in local valuation, has resulted 
in a decreased tax rate this past year and at the same time have oper- 
ated on an increased gross budget. Without these four items taxes 
would have been higher or several municipal activities would neces- 
sarily have been required to be curtailed.

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Report of Town Manager 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Farmington: 


The content of your 1974 Town Report covering the period Jan. 
1 to Dec. 31, 1974 contains reports from the various officials, depart- 
ments, boards, committees, commissions, and audit report. These are 
presented to provide the taxpayer a better insight and understanding 
of the operation of local municipal government, supported by your tax 
dollars. 

The Central Maine Power Co. was authorized to complete the 
changeover of street lighting from incandescent to mercury vapor 
lighting. This work was completed in the fall, with the exception of one 
incandescent light remaining on Davis Road, as requested by several 
citizens on the road. At year end a request is on file to provide ad- 

- ditional lighting on Barlen Street for the- benefit of the new housing in 
that area. 

Your Fire Station Committee held numerous meetings with Alonzo 
Harriman Associates relative to plans for a new municipal building and 
fire station. Trips were made to several cities and towns that have

recently constructed municipal buildings and fire stations to obtain 
ideas for incorporation into plans for a new structure for Farmington. 

Citizens receiving bills for sewer services, most have been prompt 
in payments, however there are some delinquent accounts. State law 
provides for a lien process against the property to secure delinquent 
accounts. This process was started in 1974 on all unpaid 1973 ac- 
counts. A lien certificate is recorded at the registry of deeds against 
the property to secure payment. The unfortunate part of this procedure 
is in the transfer of property on which there is an unpaid sewer charge, 
the new owner is ultimately in the unfortunate position of having to 
assume this charge. Attorneys, lending institutions and real estate 
agents, when involved in the sale of property should check to deter- 
mine if there are any unpaid sewer charges, as well as unpaid taxes 
or tax liens. 

Part of the Federal Revenue Sharing Funds were again used to 
finance a hot top program. Route 4 in Fairbanks was completed, as well 
as High Street starting near the telephone building to U. S. 2, Maple 
Avenue from High Street to Main St., Bridge St., and Perham St. were 
completed. The intersection at Broadway, High St., and Perham St. 
was not done due to the phone company having to excavate the inter- 
section for underground cable work. 

The 1973 State Aid project on the Town Farm Road was passed. 
Funds provided by State and Town on a 50-50 basis. The 1974 State 
Aid appropriation covered the town participation. 

The Town Road Improvement Fund, allocated to the town by the 
State, along with a previous unexpended balance was expended on 
the Webster Road, commencing at the Knowlton Corner Road through 
to the residence of Ned Barron. 

Rebuilding of Old Slide to the New Sharon town line was accom- 
plished with Federal Revenue Sharing Funds. 

Deeds were accepted by the Selectmen deeding street right of 
ways to the town, they having been constructed in accordance with 
the Sheet Standards Ordinance, as follows: New developed section of 
Barlen Street, Voter Hill Estates, and to the residence of Tom Welch 
and Del Hinckley. 

It was pointed out in the report of last year that the law had been 
changed relative to eliminating settlement laws, thereby placing addi- 
tional costs on the municipality, which previously’ was reimbursable 
from town of settlement or the State. For comparative purposes there 
were 51 cases in 1973 including all categories costing $6,819. In 
1974 there were 66 cases resulting in a cost of $11,940. Prior to 
1974 it was rare that a person was refused. When they applied their

needs were realistic. A change in attitude is taking place in 1974, 
several denials were made. Only one started the appeals process, but 
failed to follow through. The most classic example of a denial was a 
family of nine, with an average income of $175.00 per week. 

At year end the town has two employees under the Emergency 
Employment Act, one assigned to the Highway Dept., the second to 
the Sewer Dept. Also under the Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act there are two employees, a clerical position in the Assessors’ 
office and a patrolman in the Police Dept. These four positions are 
financed by Federal funds. 

This is the second year of the Computerized assessment book 
and tax billing. This appears to have been a very acceptable change to 
the taxpayers, providing a tax bill on each property as well as pertinent 
information relative to the assessment. It is planned to have the list of 
voters on Computer in 1975. With over 3,000 names on the list it 
would improve the efficiency of maintaining an up-to-date list. 

Late in the year forms have been made available that any person 
making application to pay on excise tax on a newly acquired vehicle 
fills out the application providing required information on the vehicle, 
and in the case of trucks the type of equipment mounted on the truck, 
such as dump body, van, tanker, pulp loading equipment, etc. 

Tax collections totaled $1,112,875. for 1974 or 88.7% of the 
commitment. Collections for 1973 were 92.8% and 1972, 93%. 
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The low bid to install new lighting in the Community Center gym 
was submitted by Forrest Allen. A contract was signed following the 
August 6th Selectmen’s Meeting. At year end the lights had not been 
installed, due to failure of the manufacturer to fill the order due to 
shortages. Assurance was given that the fixtures would be delivered 
in early January. 

The baseball backstop at Hippach Field was not constructed dur- 
ing the year. It was planned to use the facility of SAD 9 which would 
assemble and install the backstop, the town paying for materials, the 
school providing the labor. It appears a lack of coordination could have 
been the problem. It is recommended that this plan be dropped and that 
a contractor familiar with this type of project be employed to do the 
work. | 

All tax anticipation loans were paid out of current tax revenue. The 
only borrowing necessary was to cover SAD 9 assessments as they 
came due. 

Final payment was made on the revaluation note. 

During the past eight years and seven months it has been my 
privilege to have served as your Town Manager. During this period 
there has been an excellent working relationship with the several men 
who have served or are currently serving on your Board of Selectmen. 
It was my privilege to have worked with an efficient and dedicated of- 
fice staff, department heads and employees all interested in providing 
efficient public service. 

Earning public confidence in performing the duties of the office is 
a continuing effort. Visitors to the manager’s office come in.with a prob- 
lem, if it can be resolved amicably their confidence has been earned. 
However, it is not possible to resolve all problems to a citizen’s satis- 
faction, due to numerous reasons such as lack of funds or time; on 
occasion a request can reach the point of unreasonableness. One of 
the most frustrating problems facing a manager is directing his own 
day, due to numerous phone calls, receiving visitors, meeting staff and 
department heads, which naturally is part of the work and is expected, 
but on occasion leaves little time for attacking problems. 

In meeting with my successor on several occasions | am confident 
the Selectmen made an excellent choice to carry on the administration 
of your local government. To him my best wishes are extended.

Town Clerk’s 
Report 


The past year saw a marked increase in the training activities of 
the Town Clerk. With assistance from the Town Treasurer, Beverly 
Besaw and Richard Harvey of the Kenneth Foster Regional Vocational 
school, the Town Clerk organized a six-week course in February for 
the training of Maine Town Clerks. In November they also coordinated 
a six-week course for Tax Collectors and Treasurers. Both of these 
schools were funded by local, state and federal monies and sponsored 
by the Maine Municipal Association, the programs were a part of the 
increasing effort to make such training available to officials of the smal- 
ler communities with limited budgets and/or time. Town Clerks, Tax 
Collectors and Treasurers from Franklin, Somerset, and Oxford 
Counties attended the evening sessions which were held in the Mt. 
Blue High School. 

The Town Clerk and the Treasurer were also appointed as coordin- 
ators of the newly established system of staggered motor vehicle 
registrations which became effective for the first time this year. The 
instructional period required several meetings with State Motor Vehicle 
Department personnel. 

The consolidation of the Food Stamp program, including the estab- 
lishment of Farmington as a regional distribution center, has substan- 
tially increased the work load in the Town office. From 175 recipients 
when the program started in July, the traffic has increased to nearly 
500 during the month of December.

Report of 
the Assessor 


To the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Farmington: 


A record total assessed valuation of $42,684,760. as of April 1, 
1974 reflects the continued growth of the Town of Farmington, both in 
new construction and in the opening of new commercial ventures. 
In addition, increased valuations as a result of the constant sales ratio 
study being conducted by the Assessor’s Office, plus an increase in 
receipts from the Revenue Sharing Program made it possible to reduce 
the tax rate to 25 mills this year. 

As a result of the phasing out of the “inventory tax” a state-estab- 
lished tax rate of 21% mills was applicable to the following items in 
1974: (1) stock in trade, (2) industrial inventories, (3) wood, lumber and 
logs, and (4) livestock. The Town will be reimbursed by the State for 
any revenue loss due to this provision. Similar reductions are also ex- 
pected in 1975 and 1976, after which all the listed categories will 
become fully tax exempt. 

In July the Assessor served once again on the Staff of Instructors 
at the Annual Maine Assessors School at Bowdoin College. He was 
later named to the Executive Board of the Maine Association of 
Assessing Officers. In addition to attending the International Con- 
ference on Assessment Administration in San Francisco, an S.R.E.A. 
apartment seminar in Auburn, a Bureau of Public Administration training 
course in Bangor and a symposium in Augusta-on the appraisal of 
machinery and equipment, the Assessor was also awarded a scholar- 
Ship to participate in a Tax Exempt Property Workshop held in Hartford, 
Connecticut. Following this, he was appointed to an ad hoc advisory 


committee of the Maine Municipal Association on the subject of Institu- 
tional Tax Exemptions. 
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The Assessor has also attended many meetings held throughout 
the State for the purpose of becoming more familiar with the establish- 
ment by the State Bureau of Property Taxation of the primary assess- 
ing areas or districts as enacted by the 106th Legislature. Although the 
geographical limits of the various districts have yet to be designated, 
the Minimum Assessment Standards for Primary Assessing Areas have 
been approved and a schedule for the establishment of those areas 
has been adopted. The status of all towns is expected to be deter- 
mined by the Bureau of Property Taxation by July 1, 1977. 

It will be necessary this year for all owners of real estate and/or 
taxable personal property to file a list of such property with the Asses- 
sor. Forms for use in making such declaration will be mailed to all prop- 
erty owners in time for their return on or before April 30. Failure to 
receive a form does not relieve anyone of his obligation to file a list.

Report of the 
Cutler Memorial Library 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The trustees of the Farmington Public Library Association were 
most grateful for the $11,000 appropriated for the library in 1974. 
However, because of constantly rising costs in fuel, salaries, electricity, 
and maintenance the finance committee is requesting an appropriation 
of $12,000 for 1975. We are submitting herewith our report for the 
year ending December 31, 1974, and trust it will meet with your ap- 
proval. 

The association was saddened by the death of Miss Zilda Brown 
who had been a corporator since 1972. 

The grand total for book, magazine and record circulation amount- 
ed to 23,863, slightly less than that of a year ago, but a thousand more 
than that of 1972.

Book committee meetings, under the chairmanship of Mrs. Harry 
Newman, continued to be held every month. Anyone wishing a book 
which the library does not own is requested to notify the librarian, Mrs. 
Nelson Austin. The request will be acted upon by the book committee, 
and usually. the book is purchased. 

Several members of the book committee attended workshop and 
book selection meetings sponsored by the Maine State Library. Repre- 
sentatives from our group attended sessions at Poland, Lewiston, 
Augusta and Fairfield. 

Local newspapers and Station WKTJ continued to give monthly 
listings of new books as they arrive at the library. Shut-ins who wish to 
receive books from the library will be accommodated if they will call 
the library, 778-4312. lf the requested books are available they will be 
delivered and returned. The librarian will also make arrangements, 
through the Maine State Library Services, for visual aids, talking books 
and other helps for the handicapped. 

The Ethel. Withee Pratt Memorial Art Room is a popular place for 
exhibits. The trustees greatly appreciate the kindness of the towns- 
people and others in allowing their collections to be put on display. 
Exhibitions during 1974 included the following: hand-carved decoys 
from Dr. Einar Olsen’s collection; glassware belonging to Mrs. Phillip 
Taylor; art of India loaned by Professor and Mrs. Herschel Bricker; 
ceramic work done by Sheila Pratt; ecclesiastical embroidery by the 
late Mrs. Ethel Matthieu, given to the library’s permanent collection by 
her daughter, Mrs. W. S. Magalhaes; a Scottish exhibit assembled for 
its International Project by the Women’s Extension group, Mrs. Freda 
Kelley, project leader. This was given to the library for its loan collec- 
tion; an exhibit and sale of paintings and collages by Louise Davies 
Webber of Augusta; glassware from Mrs. Wendell Sweatt’s collection 
and also from the Evelyn B. Ennis collection; and an exhibit of etchings 
by Dwight C. Sturges. 

On May 20th, the Pratt Room was the scene of a pleasant evening 
when Dr. Lyde Pratt and granddaughter, ‘‘Cricket,” entertained Trus- 
tees, library staff and friends with their second showing of slides taken 
during their European trip the previous year. Mr. and Mrs. Fred Sturte- 
- vant provided and served refreshments. 

The Friends of the Library, under the chairmanship of Mrs. Einar 
Olsen, gave a reception in August for Louise Davies Webber 
on the opening day of her exhibit. 

Several interesting displays were also shown in the rotunda. These 
included a collection of advertising material used by old-time Farming- 
ton store-keepers and were shown through the courtesy of Ben 
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Stinchfield; ‘“Sebastian Miniatures,” three-inch high figurines depicting 
historical characters from Mrs. Howard Bryant's collection; old child- 
ren’s books; handmade figurines by Mrs. Retta Lovejoy; “Porcupine 
People” from Mrs. Wendell Sweatt’s collection. Mrs. Sweatt also al- 
lowed the use of her Beatrix Potter figurines and books for an exhibit 
during National Children’s Book Week, when her charming Beatrix 
Potter stuffed animals were also in the rotunda. 

During Book Week, Mrs. Austin welcomed almost 600 children 
from kindergarten through the 4th grade. These ‘guided tours’’ do 
much to acquaint the pupils with their library and give them an oppor- 
tunity to select books for themselves. 

In May, we were honored to have Mrs. James Reed, one of our 
corporators, elected a lay member of the Executive Board of the 
Central Maine District Council of the newly-formed Central Maine 
Library District. 

Gifts of books were received during 1974 from Mr. and Mrs. Fred 
Jackson, Mrs. R. C. Constantine, Mrs. Philip C. Hodgkins, Colonial 
Daughters Chapter, D.A.R., George Dennison, Harold C. Perham, Mrs. 
Betsey A. Graves, and the Western Maine Audubon Society which 
oresented the library with an excellent collection of bird and nature 
books. 

Dr. Ella Langer of Augusta made a generous donation to the Pratt 
Room Fund, and Dr. Loring Pratt continues to give financial support to 
the room. 

Improvements planned for 1975 will include a steel file case for 
the vault room, a record display case, a new stack in the children’s 
room, and we hope to provide a carousel-type display case for paper- 
backs. 

None of the above equipment, of course, will come out of the 
1975 appropriation. That amount will be used solely for library upkeep, 
salaries and maintenance. We hope our request for a $12,000 appro- 
priation will be approved. It will be of great benefit to the many towns- 
people who use and enjoy their library.

Report of the 
Red Schoolhouse Committee 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The Red Schoolhouse Committee of the Wilton and Farmington 
Historical Societies is most grateful for the financial assistance given by 
both towns in 1974. This year we are again requesting a $500 appro- 
priation from both Wilton and Farmington to assure another successful 
season at the Little Red Schoolhouse Museum — County Information 
Center. 

Due to the gasoline shortage and the energy crisis threats of 
1974, attendance was slightly less than formerly during last July and 
August. However, visitors from thirty-two states and seven Canadian 
Provinces did stop to enjoy the museum, seek information, or do both. 
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Mrs. Freda Kelley, Mrs. Vina Ellsworth and Mrs. Marion Boyce were 
the capable co-directors in charge last summer. The committee is also 
grateful to the Franklin County Retired Teachers Association, the 
Senior Citizens and others who continue their valuable service to this 
project by serving as volunteers. 

On May 24th, Mrs. Kelley served as “teacher” when an oldtime 
Tree Day observance was held at the schoolhouse. Two maple trees, 
donated as part of the town’s tree planting program were placed in 
front of the schoolhouse. Twelve children from grades one through six 
took part. 

The Kenneth Foster Vocational School at Mt. Blue High, S.A.D. 
No. 9 gave the museum a much-needed and greatly appreciated gift 
of a pine bookcase-cupboard, made by the students, which now 
accommodates many of the old schoolbooks from the fine collection 
the museum is acquiring through the kindness of friends. 

For the third year, the Red Schoolhouse Committee, S.A.D. No. 9 
and the University of Maine at Farmington cooperated in the National 
Education Week program at the schoolhouse in November. Ninety 
children in this school district participated in this most successful five- 
day program. The project was under the supervision of Mrs. Beryl 
Stanley, who previously had been a teacher at the Red Schoolhouse 
for several years. 

In keeping with the Red Schoolhouse Committee’s policy of using 
the building for community purposes whenever possible, the place was 
the setting for a delightful Mini-Flower Show in September when the 
Mt. Blue Area Garden Club staged this event with an. appropriate 
schoolhouse theme. 

With the coming Bicentennial increasing the public’s awareness of 
its heritage, 1975 should prove an interesting year at the Red School- 
house — County Information Center. We shall greatly appreciate your 
approving the $500 appropriation we have requested. Thank you for 
considering it.

The Red Schoolhouse Committee 
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Report of 
the Police Chief 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 


| respectfully submit the following report on the activities of the 
Police Department. 

1974 saw many changes. A second man was hired for the busi- 
ness district. The addition of the second man allows for police cover- 
age seven nights a week and gives daytime police coverage for three 
days a week. | believe that having a night officer every night of the 
week has cut down on breaking, entering, and larceny at night and 
vandalism. We had one break in a drug store, and windows were 
broken in stores and offices twice last year. The window breaks were 
all solved; we still haven’t solved the drug store break. 

In 1974 the police department had one officer who retired after 
23 years of service. One officer resigned for personal reasons. 

During 1974 the following officers were added to the police de- 
partment: Dean Hart, Kenneth Carman, and Thomas Jones. Dean Hart 
has already attended the basic training course at the Criminal Justice 
Academy in Waterville. Kenneth Carman and Thomas Jones will be at- 
tending the Academy. One officer will attend the February class, and 
the other officer will attend the April class. 

A retirement party was held for Sgt. Arthur VanDerhoff at Mt. Blue 
High School Cafeteria. There were about 110 guests at the retirement 
party. Sgt. Arthur VanDerhoff was presented a plaque. The plaque had 
his sergeant’s badge, picture of him and a citation. Sgt. VanDerhoff 
Started with the Farmington Police Department in 1951. During his 
career he has worked with five judges in municipal and district court, 
five county attorneys, four town managers, and four sheriffs. 

During 1974 Farmington had one bank robbery and one attempted 
bank robbery. On May 8, 1974 the Northeast Bank was robbed. Two 
persons entered the bank and escaped with money. At the time one 
of the persons was believed to be a Negro. This was false; both rob- 
bers were white men. The two men that robbed the Northeast Bank 
have been caught and are now awaiting trial or serving time in prison for 
murder in another state. The person who attempted the bank robbery 
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at the Northeast Bank at Mt. Blue Shopping Center was caught within 
15 or 20 minutes after the attempt and is out on bail waiting trial in 
April. 

Crimes of a serious nature seem to be on the increase in our area. 

Officer Pike held bicycle safety programs at Mallett School, Ingalls 
School, and at McDonald’s. Officer Pike checked the bicycles for 
safety. If a bicycle passed the inspection he gave a triangle to be 
mounted on the rear of the bicycle so that motorists can see the bi- 
cycle better. The triangles were paid for by different organizations in 
town. 

Sgt. Sheridan Smith was presented the bravery award at the 
annual convention of the Maine Chiefs of Police held in Portland, Maine, 
October 16, 1974. The award was presented for an outstanding act of 
bravery on October 19, 1973. 

Another change is ‘having a district attorney instead of a county 
attorney. This could mean a hardship for the police officers in the 
Farmington court system. We no longer have a state attorney in Farm- 
ington. The attorney who represents the court in Farmington is located 
in the Lewiston area. The officer either has to talk with the attorney by 
phone or wait for the court days. Our court days in Farmington are 
Tuesdays and Thursdays. An attorney is supposed to be here on those 
days. 

Chief Raymond B. Orr was one of 16 Maine Chiefs of Police to 
receive a certificate of certification as a police chief, having met all the 
requirements set up by the Criminal Justice Academy. The certificate 
was presented to the 16 Chiefs at the June meeting of Maine Chiefs 
of Police.

Report of 
the Fire Chief 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Farmington: 


The year 1974 saw an increase in the number of calls answered 
by the Fire Department. The total number of calls being 98; 8 of which 
were out of town calls. These calls included gas spills, flooded oil 
burners, gasoline leaks, flooded cellars, and false alarms. One fatality 
resulted from a trailer fire. 

‘The Department held 12 regular meetings and six special meet- 
ings. 

In 1974 the Department installed all new wiring for alarm boxes 
and one new alarm box. 

The Department also purchased 1 Forestry Pump, 1 Rescue 
Saw, 1 MSA Airpac, 1 Air Compressor for the alarm system, 14 pair of 
safety boots, 11 coats, and 27 face shields for helmets.

Your wastewater treatment is becoming a smoother operation 
each year. Infiltration has been reduced by at least one-half. However, 
infiltration, roof drains and storm runoff account for two-thirds of the 
flow during a heavy rainfall. We are working on a remedy for this 
problem. 

Our septic receiving station was put into use last May. It is causing 
us a great deal of trouble and has cut our effluent quality due to the in- 
compatible types of bacteria. 

Our three pump stations are checked three times a week. They 
give a minimum amount of trouble. There have been 99 connections 
made to the line and 31 of them are new installations. There are still 
many more yet to be completed. 

Our bacteria tests show that the quality of our effluent exceeds 
that of the Sandy River. We must note, however, that Temple Stream is 
so badly contaminated that we cannot count the bacteria colonies in 
our tests. 

Since we have been operating Mt. Blue High Schooi’s small plant, 
we have improved the effluent quality considerably. It is checked daily. 
The activated sludge plant has a flow capacity of 20,000 GPD. No 
infiltration has been observed. Surges during the day, vacations, and no 
flow at night tend to weaken the plant’s efficiency. 

The Town of Farmington hosted a training program for plant 
managers and participated in two other training programs. 

We have had numerous groups and individuals visit the plant in 
the past year and we would like to extend an invitation to interested 
parties, who have not yet seen the plant, to please come in.

These visits were made to help families carry out medical instructions 
for children under care of state clinics, to follow up patients with com- 
municable disease including tuberculosis and venereal disease, to give 
family health supervision and assist with health problems referred by 
school personnel. 

The pre-school immunization clinics were held the second Thurs- 
day of each month in the Community Building with a total attendance of 
489. Volunteers continued to give assistance in staffing these clinics. 

Much time was spent in the schools in order to implement the 
school health program. 

Several conferences were held with other health and social agen- 
cies in order to coordinate all of our local programs. 
| Appreciation is expressed to the different clubs and organizations 
for their continued support to this program. 
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Report of the Farmington 
Conservation Commission 


The Farmington Conservation Commission is pleased to submit 
this report of its activities for 1974. 


During May a total of 70 shade trees were planted under the State 
Shade Tree Planting Program, which paid 50% of the total cost. As in 
previous years the Commission located the planting sites, determined 
the species suitable for planting and supervised the planting operations. 
A total of 221 trees have been planted over a four year period and in- 
cluding such species as sugar maple, Crimson king maple, Schwedlin 
maple, soft maple, Marshall seedless ash, pin oak, and little leaf linden. 
Planting sites have been predominately private property, where ease- 
ments were obtained to allow the town to maintain the trees. Walter 
Gooley continued in the capacity of tree warden during 1974: 

During 1973 Farmington was selected for a shoreland zoning 
project by the Shoreland Zoning Project of the University of Maine. 
The project was conducted by Ms. Linda Cordini and Debra Ikehara 
and funded through the Massachusetts Audubon Society Environ- 
mental Intern Program. Farmington was selected for the project be- 
Cause it is a river community with a significant flood plain. The Con- 
servation Commission worked closely with the project specialists on 
this program which included a final 42 page report with maps on land 
use of the Sandy River flood plain. The report will be useful for future 
planning. 

The Conservation Commission, aS authorized by the Board of 
Selectmen and in cooperation with the Farmington Planning Board 
developed over a two year period a municipal shoreline ordinance 
to comply with the State of Maine Mandatory Zoning and Subdivision 
Control Statute which took effect July 1, 1974. The proposed detailed 
ordinance was designed to meet or exceed minimum standards set by 
the State of Maine thus giving the citizens of Farmington an adequate 
environmental protection plan in line with state regulations. The ordi- 
nance was defeated at a special town meeting on August 8, 1974. 
At the present time the shoreland areas are under state imposed regu- 
lations until an acceptable ordinance can be developed. An ad hoc 
committee of special interest citizens is presently working on a new 
ordinance. 
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Work on establishing an index file for Open space land use in 
Farmington has been completed. The town already has a complete set 
of maps showing current land use which was developed in 1973. 

The Farmington Conservation Commission seeks to protect and 
manage the natural resources of the community through conservation 
including. open space preservation, scenic, aesthetic, flora and fauna 
preservation and beautification, pollution control and proper waste 
disposal methods. Gifts and bequests of land for scenic, recreational 
or other public use purposes may be accepted by the Commission for 

the town.

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Report of the 
Farmington Swimming 
Program 


The Town of Farmington Swimming Program for 1974 has com- 
pleted another successful year of swimming instruction at its Clear- 
water Pond Beach. Since its beginning five years ago the program has 
offered the Red Cross Swimming Instruction Program to some 300 
youngsters each year. The Program is divided into three sessions. 
A two week session offers lifesaving instruction for qualified Junior 
High and Senior High students, and the two — three weeks sessions 
offer basic swimming instruction for 2nd through 6th graders. A 
maximum of 25 students are registered for each one hour session per 
day. Bus transportation is contracted from S.A.D. No. 9. A tuition fee of 
$15.00 was charged each student living outside of Farmington, in 
addition to the $3.00 registration fee charged all enrollees. 

The staff this year has been Cindy Ferrari, Director, Judy Friberg, 
Assistant Director, Carol Edgar, Stacy Edgar, Ann Alexander, and two 
volunteers Annette Stowe and Debbie Titcomb. The low instructor- 
swimmer ratio insures good close Supervision and instruction for each 
student. The town committee responsible for the program has been 
Mrs. Evelyn Ferrari, Mrs. Sally Smith, Mr. Robert Friberg, Mr. John 
Wilbur, and Rev. Robert Gale. 
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Creative Play 
for 1974 


This summer, Creative Play offered an assortment of activities for 
children, five and up. The program is structured to provide an atmos- 
phere of fun while learning takes place. A group of University of Maine 
at Farmington students staff the program. Creative Play is housed at 
the Farmington Fairgrounds. 


On an average day Creative Play would provide such activities as: 


painting, tie-dyeing, leather crafts, papier maché, making jewelry, football, 
soccer, and many other activities. Special activities include plays put on 
and written by children, nature walks and bike hikes. 


Away trips included the carnival in North Jay, three trips to Mount 
Blue State Park, and two trips to the State Theater in Farmington. The 
highlight of the program was the annual camping trip at Mount Blue 
State Park in Weld. Twenty children attended. 


Creative Play is funded by the Town of Farmington. Wages are 
paid by the college work study program (80%) and the Town of Farm- 
ington (20%). The program served an average of 65 children a day.

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Report of the Farmington 
Planning Board 


The Farmington Planning Board held regular Monday meetings dur- 
ing the year on the first Monday of the month as well as several special 
meetings as often as required. 

Among the items of business to come before the board were the ap- 
provals of sub-divisions of land after public hearings had been held for 
George Huff at Farmington Falls and Everett Vining at Fairbanks. The 
Board also reviewed and signed sub-divisions which had been sis heieles 
ly approved by other governmental agencies. 

A questionnaire was prepared and mailed during the year to deter- 
mine the opinions of the townspeople on many major questions regard- 
ing land use, housing, municipal services, programs needed and statisti- 
cal information. The results of the questionnaire were published. 

After approval by the town meeting, the Board, through the Town, 
entered into a contract with AVRPC to prepare a Comprehensive Plan 
for the town as required by Maine Statute and to incorporate the ques- 
tionnaire results. After considerable research, public hearings, meetings 
with University of Maine at Farmington personnel, Business Association, 
Recreation Committee and others, the Plan will be presented for voter 
approval at the town meeting. 

For the year, Ray Mitchell was elected Chairman, and Sturges 
Butler, Secretary. Gaynell Yeaton was reappointed by the Selectmen 
as amember. 

The Board also reviewed electrical power applications, both those 
approved by Richard Beckwith and those requiring P.B. approval, met 
with the Conservation Commission regarding the Shoreland Zoning 
Ordinance imposed on the town by the State, reviewed Sub-divisions 
which were determined not to need approval, attended many information 
meetings presided over by other organizations, as well aS answered 
questions from and assisted the public. 

Further, the Planning Board recommended to the Selectmen the 
wording for a proposed warrant article concerning the National Flood In- 
surance Plan. It is felt that Farmington should join this Federal Program 
to qualify for its many benefits. 

Present Planning Board members are Ray Mitchell, Sturges Butler, 
Gaynell Yeaton, Harold Hardy, Kevin Mullin, John Ranger, and Herbert 
Wing. Comments by interested townspeople are always appreciated.

Report of the Androscoggin 
Home Health Services, Inc. 


In Maine, as around the nation, there is a growing awareness of the 
important role of community health services within the health care sys- 
tem. The experience of the Androscoggin Home Health Services during 
1974 strongly supports this view; demand for services has not been 
equalled during our eight years of operation, and expectations of the 
community have never been higher. 

There are, to be sure, numerous factors contributing to the increas- 
ing public interest in community health services. One of these is econo- 
mic in nature. The old adage that ‘an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure’ has great applicability in the field of health care. The 
AHHS, through an affiliation with Project Independence, provided pre- 
ventive health services to 1,188 senior citizens in 1974 in the form of 
health screening clinics. Numerous health problems were detected, 
most of which could be effectively treated. During the fall, 1,515 senior 
citizens received flu vaccinations through clinics set up by local senior 
citizen groups in coordination with the AHHS. Additionally, AHHS staff 
participated cooperatively with a number of community organizations in 
providing hypertension (high blood pressure) detection clinics. 

At the lower end of the age spectrum, the AHHS conducted a health 
screening and referral program for some 7,000 children in Androscog- 
gin and Oxford counties. Operated by us under contract to:-the Maine 
Department of Health and Welfare, this program has as its major goal the 
assurance that all children eligible for the Medicaid program receive per- 
iodic medical attention as a means to avert Serious and costly illnesses. 

While the provision of preventive health services is an important fo- 
cus, our home care program continues as the major service. Home care, 
the provision of part-time professional and para-professional services in 
the home, is fundamentally therapeutic in nature. In some cases the goal 
of home care is the complete rehabilitation of the stroke patient; in 
other cases it may be the maintenance of the terminally ill patient at 
home with emphasis not only on treating the patient, but on assisting the 
family through a difficult period of crisis. 

During the year 1,443 “Tri-County” patients - and their families - re- 
ceived home care service. These consisted of skilled nursing care, phy- 
sical, soeech and occupational therapy, and homemaker/home health 
aide services, delivered either singly or in some combination. A total of 
31,147 such visits were provided through the end of November. 
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The impact of home care varies from case to case. For some pa- 
tients it represents a means to avoid or delay placement in a nursing faci- 
lity or boarding home. For some it provides the opportuinty for “early” 
discharge from the hospital. In any event, it offers to many hundreds of 
patients each year the alternative of receiving appropriate health care at 
home under the direction of their own physicians. In most cases this is 
the most economical form of care, as well as the environment of choice 
for the patient. 

Each year since our inception we have asked the towns and cities in 
the service region to help support the home care program. This effort is 
undertaken to ensure, to the extent it is possible to do so, that home 
care will be available to all persons requiring it. Despite the fact that 
many patients have partial or complete insurance coverage, hundreds 
are not insured. Many of these are struggling to get by on limited or 
fixed incomes. The contributions received of local communities - in 
1974 from all but one town - make it possible for us to provide care at re- 
duced charge or no charge to many patients. In a day and age when the 
burden of financing health care is being increasingly assumed by citi- 
zens through federal, state and local taxation, we believe that those pro- 
grams, such as home care, which offer the most economical health care 
alternatives represent a savings to the taxpayer. Illustrative of this is the 
fact that many patients cared for in the home - who are not supported by 
State welfare - become eligible for State support once admitted to a 
nursing home. Obviously the relatively high cost of nursing home care, 
justifiable as it is, is beyond the reach of most Maine citizens. 

There were 49 Farmington residents who received home care ser- 
vices during 1974, excluding the month of December. These patients re- 
ceived a total 962 home visits. By type and volume these consisted of 
nursing, 552; physical therapy, 6; home health aide, 258; and home- 
maker, 146. In addition, 35 senior citizens received health screenings, 
and in the fall 57 senior citizens were served in the flu shot clinic. —

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Report of the Franklin County 
Community Action Council 


Nineteen hundred seventy-five marks the 10th anniversary of Com- 
munity Action which provides social services for residents of Franklin 
County. During the past year such services as Family Planning, Out- 
reach, Head Start, Youth Employment, Project FUEL and donated Com- 
modities were available to the community. In addition to these programs, 
CAP has co-sponsored (with WKTJ) Operation Santa Claus, bringing 
Christmas to 381 children throughout the County. 

All agency decisions are made by a 25 member Board of Directors. 
One third of the members are elected by low income voters. The remain- 
ing are representatives selected by both public and private agencies. 
12 of 17 county communities are represented on the Board. 

The Family Planning Program served over 1,500 women with educa- 
tional, medical, and birth control services. The agency’s Outreach staff 
has provided services for over 5,000 R.H.A. recipients plus making re- 
ferrals for all outside agencies who provide services for county resi- 
dents. Local resource people and representatives for state and local 
agencies were called to assist 1,815 different area residents. The con- 
tacts totaled approximately 11,000. Our four Head Start centers en- 
rolled 80 youngsters in pre-school classes. Emphasis is placed on so- 
cial, academic and physical development. The Youth Employment Pro- 
gram enrolled 25 high school dropouts who received counseling, tutor- 
ing and work training. Project FUEL winterized over 200 sub-standard 
homes in Franklin County, many for the first time.

20 children attended Head Start. 

57 women received Family Planning Services. 

10 youths enrolled in the Youth Employment Program. 

20 homes were winterized through Project FUEL. 

144 people were contacted and referred by the Outreach staff.

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Report of the Tri-County 
Mental Health Services, Inc. 


FRANKLIN COUNTY AREA CLINIC 
CURRENT SERVICES - DECEMBER 1974 


As an outpatient clinic of a comprehensive community mental health 
center the Franklin County Area Clinic provides diagnostic, consultation 
and daytime emergency mental health services in addition to individual 
counseling, marriage counseling, family therapy and group counseling. 
Medication when necessary is prescribed by three physicians. Back up 
services are available for hospitalization at St. Mary’s Hospital and 
Augusta Mental Health Institute through cooperative agreements. 

At the present time the clinic employs four full time and four part 
time professionals with one secretary. 

Through a contract with RHA, Mr. Spencer Fickel provides out- 
patient counseling at all four RHA facilities. He conducts individual, 
marital, and family counseling, usually on referral from RHA physicians. 

Mr. John Gallagher provides outpatient counseling with children and 
adolescents. He also provides consultation services for school person- 
nel and parents of children. 

Mr. Joseph Gould provides outpatient counseling with alcoholics 
and their families. He relates closely with Alcoholics Anonymous, Alanon 
and Alateen members. He gives talks in local schools about alcoholism. 
He also conducts weekly discussion groups at UMF. 

Mr. Robert Adams provides outpatient counseling primarily with 
adults including individual, marriage and family counseling. He is the 
administrator of the Franklin County Area Clinic. 

John Arness, M.D., a psychiatrist, provides chemotherapy, psychia- 
tric evaluations, and consultations for staff. He is a member of the Frank- 
lin County Memorial Hospital medical staff. He works at the clinic on 
Mondays. 

Charles W. Eastman, M.D. provides medical and psychiatric ser- 
vices on Thursdays. He primarily works with persons who have been dis- 
charged from Augusta Mental Health Institute, but provides medical su- 
pervision for distressed individuals in short term crisis. 

Mr. Charles Frost provides individual, group and marriage counsel- 
ing One evening per week. 

Martin Fleishman, M.D., a psychiatrist, provides psychiatric con- 
sultation, family therapy, and psychiatric services under a contract for 
RHA enrollees. 
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TRI-COUNTY MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES, INC. 


During the year of 1974, the Franklin Area Clinic continued to offer 
psychiatric services as well as mental health and alcoholism counseling. 
In addition the clinic: 


sponsored a public meeting to discuss recent mental health legisla- 
tion with local state legislators; 


cooperated with RHA to present four public educational programs 
on mental health and hyperactivity in children; 


conducted training programs and consulted with the Crisis Inter- 
vention Phone Service; 


presented education programs for staff members of the Commun- 
ity Action Council, Inc.; 


consulted with law enforcement personnel in the Franklin County 
Area; 


provided consultation services in most area schools, including 
Headstart and UMF. 


Continuing the long standing policy of providing services as near as 
possible to residents of the area an agreement with RHA has made it 
possible to have a counselor available on a weekly basis at not only the 
Wilton office of TCMHS but also at each of the RHA facilities in 
Ranyeley, Kingfield, Farmington and Jay. The major thrust of services 
provided has been and continues to include individual and group coun- 
seling, marriage counseling, drug therapy, alcohol counseling, screening 
Augusta Mental Health Institute admissions, referral service to St. 
Mary’s Hospital inpatient psychiatric program and psychiatric evalua- 
tions. 


In Farmington 41 children and 119 adults were seen for a total of 
675 contacts. 


Costs of these services are shared by state, federal and local gov- 
ernment as well as by fees and contracts. The major base upon which 
the program has always been provided has been local financial support 
contributed by participating towns. Without these funds state and feder- 
al matching funds would not be available. Therefore all participating 
towns are being asked to increase their contribution from $.50 per resi-. 
dent to $.60 per resident to keep up with inflationary costs. Because of 
matching programs, fees and contracts, this provides only one-seventh 
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of the total cost of services. As in the past persons receiving service are 
charged fees based on ability to pay. Until a financial crisis arose in May 
1974, a free consultation service to school personnel in the area was 
provided at school facilities. Since that time it has been necessary to pro- 
vide that service at the schools on a contract basis only. Funds are 
available. to schools through the state for this type of program, if re- 
quested. 


Although some changes have been made in the organizational struc- 
ture during the past years the policy remains that Advisory Board 
members and Alternates are appointed annually by the Selectmen in 
each town that contributes funds. Those persons in turn elect represen- 
tatives to serve on the TriCounty Mental Health Services Board of 
Directors.

Within the scope of the examination, the financial transactions were 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted in the 
accompanying commentary. 

In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated in this re- 
port, present fairly the financial position of the Town at December 31, 
1974, and the results of its operations for the period indicated.

Scope of Audit 


The system of internal control was reviewed as it pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of cash 
was made and reconciled with current receipts and/or petty cash. 

Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements fur- 
nished by the depository and/or bank confirmation. Other recorded 
assets and liabilities were verified on a test basis. 

An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as disburse- 
ments and bank charges. Vouchers, payrolls and canceled checks were 
examined on a Selective basis. 

Revenue accruing to the municipality from various sources was 
reviewed and checked to pertinent records. Records of town meetings, 
as they pertained to financial matters were checked. Debt, trust, federal 
revenue sharing and reserve fund transactions were examined. !Insur- 
ance, as well as bond coverages, were determined. 

Transactions applicable to sewer users’ fees were not reviewed.

DEPARTMENTAL OPERATIONS 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that a net unexpended depart- 
mental balance of $35,890.19 was lapsed to unappropriated surplus 
per the following Summary: 


Departmental Accounts: 


Unexpended Balances $41,263.88 
Overdrafts 533.09 
Net Unexpended Balance $35,890.19 


The overlay and unexpended balances in various accounts, particu- 
larly the swimming program and surplus commodities accounts, less 
overdrafts in the tax abatements, social security and interest accounts 
were the major factors contributing to the net unexpended departmental 
balance lapsed. The records did not indicate that authority had been 
granted allowing overdrafts in the appropriation accounts. 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying financial 
‘statements: 


ASSETS .... The general cash balance amounted to $121,201.41 at 
December 31, 1974. The bank balance used in-reconciling this amount 
was confirmed by the depository. Petty cash funds of $120.00 were 
counted. 

Accounts receivable of $10,493.34 represented an amount due 
from the State of Maine for inventory tax exemptions. 

Taxes receivable totaled $149,001.73 at the year end. Current 
year uncollected taxes amounted to $126,254.00 and $22,747.73 
was for delinquent accounts dating from 1969. Other general fund 
assets included tax liens and tax acquired property amounting to $12,- 
003.03 and $1,511.64 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS ... . Accounts payable of 
$5,568.35 represented amounts due for the town’s share of social 
security, interest and tax overpayments. An amount of $3,233.90 was 
due governmental agencies for payroll deductions. 

The departmental accounts showed an unexpended balance of 
$80,813.67 carried forward to the ensuing year. 
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The excess of actual state revenue sharing revenue over estimated 
totaling $2,695.98 was carried forward to be applied to the 1975 tax 
commitment. 

Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $65,777.09 were 
available at January 1, 1974. Entitlement payments for the year 
amounted to $114,930.00. Interest earnings credited to the fund totaled 
$3,410.45. An amount of $139,853.00 was allocated for various pur- 
poses. The amount of $5,146.54 representing various balances of un- 
used appropriations was returned to the fund to be allocated in 1975. 
Unappropriated federal revenue sharing funds at December 31, 1974 
amounted to $49,411.08. 

The unappropriated surplus amounted to $156,028.87, an increase 
of $20,101.09 for the year. This change was occasioned principally by 
the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed and the excess of 
actual over estimated undedicated revenue less voter authorized trans- 
fers to reduce the tax levy and supplement departmental operations. 


DEBT FUND .... The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate ‘wits reflects bonds payable, issued to finance Sewer con- 
struction, of $835,000.00. 


TRUST AND RESERVE FUNDS .... Funds held in trust by the town 
totaled $44,582.52. The funds were comprised of cemetery perpetual 
care funds amounting to $19,704.24, school funds of $18, 878.28 and 
a library fund of $6,000.00. 

The capital reserve funds which have been established for desig- 
nated capital improvement and replacement of apis purposes 
totaled $47,415.27. 

The trust and reserve funds are invested in time deposits in local 
banks. 

GENERAL 

The use of undedicated revenue, a transfer from surplus to reduce 
the current year tax levy and appropriations from the federal revenue 
sharing fund and surplus to various operating accounts were voter 
authorized. 

The records of billing of Sewer users’ fees were not complete at 
date of audit. In this respect the following recommendations are worthy 
of consideration: 


A listing of all users’ fees by billing should be retained as well as a 
listing of cancelations and additions. 


A detail listing of unpaid sewer users’ fees should be prepared by 
the end of each year.

1971 as recorded in said records in Volume 44, Page 27, by adding a 
paragraph thereto as follows: 

Section 1-2 The appointment of the Police Chief and regular 

policemen except for those on probation shall be for an indefinite 

period, and they shall serve until removed for just cause or disability 
by the Town Manager, with the consent of the Selectmen, or for 
resignation or retirement. 

The appointment of special policemen, including special fire police- 

men, police matrons and dog officer as set forth in other sections of 

this ordinance shall be annual.

The Housing and Community Development Act of 1974 which was signed 
by President Ford on August 22, represented a two year effort at reorganizing 
the nation’s subsidized housing delivery mechanism. Because of rising con- 
struction costs and the sometimes negative social effect of large numbers of 
low income and elderly people being forced to live in concentrated housing 
areas, particularly in the nation’s larger cities, the government has changed its 
focus from construction of new housing, like the Margaret Chase Smith project, 
to rehabilitation and upgrading of existing rental properties. Farmington, in re- 
sponse to the comprehensive plan questionnaire which showed that approx- 
imately 65% of the community’s citizens desired more rental housing, and 
housing for the elderly, has requested funds from HUD under the provisions of 
the 1974 act for an in-depth housing study to ascertain the extent and location 
of the community’s housing needs. 


The Margaret Chase Smith and Sherwood Apartments presently have a 
waiting list of 20 Farmington families. Hopefully future events will allow Farm- 
ington to again participate in this worthwhile and beneficial community program. 


The Sherwood Apartments, located on lower High Street, is another develop- 
ment of the Sandy River Apartments, Inc. 
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
